1786, 
By Order of the Honourable Commiffioners of Excife, 
BY an aét paffed in the prefent Seflion of Parliament, for 
repealing certain duties now pafabtc on Wincs-import- 
ed, and for granting new duties in liew thereof, to be col- 
leéted under the management of the ComMiffioners of Ex. 
cife, it is enaéted, “ That from and after the sth of July 
1786, no perfon or perfons fhall deal in or fell Foreign 
Wine, by whole fale, without firft taking out a Licenfe for 
that purpofe, in the manner therein mentioned, before he, 
fhe, or they, hall deal in or fell Foreign Wine by whole- 
fale; fuch Licevfes to be granted to the perfons apply- 
ng forthe fame, without fee or reward, under the hands 
and feals of the Commiffioners of Excife, or perfon appoint- 
ed by them for that purpofe, if taken out within the li- 
mits of the city of Edinburgh, and of the feveral Colleétors 
and Supervifors of Excife, within their refpeétive collec- 
tions and diftriéts, if taken out in any other part of Scotland. 
If fuch Licenfes are not taken out, and renewed annually, the 
perfon offending fhall forfeit and lof ONE HUNDRED 
POUNDS; but no one licenfe which fhall be granted by 
virtue of that aét, hall authorife or impower any perfon.to 
deal in, or fell foreign Wine in any other warehoufe, cellar, 
or plact, (except on the lawful quays upon which fuch Wine 
fhall have been firft landed, and whilft it is openly lying 
thereon,) than fuch warehoufes, cellars or other places where- 
p of -cntry—in writing thalt-be-madc-et the Excife Office, ac- 
cording to the dircétions of that aét, at the time of granting 
fach Licenfe. If auy dealer in or feller of foreign Wire, 
thall make ufe of any unentered warchoufe, cellar, or place for 
keeping of Wine for fale, he, or the incurs a penalty of 
ONE HUNDRED POUNDS, and alfo forfeits ali the Wine 
that fhall be found therein, with the cafks, bottles, yeflels, 
and packages, containing the fame.”
